AMAN OF GREAT STRENGTH AND COURAGE

Faceda Desperate Mab— A Hrush with “Long
dobhn” ~Attempts Upon Hia Life—
SKill in the Capturs of Ex-
procs nnd Bank Robbers.

A)\ﬂ-m Pinksrton, friend and defender of
Abrabam Lineoln, easily the greatest detec-
tive America has yet seen, was born August
25, 1810, In Glasgow, His father, Willlam
Pinkerton, wan a polles sergeant in that city,
and died In the discharge of his duty of In-
Juries Inflictsd by a prisoner. Until the age
of 83, Allan Plokerton followsd the trade of
A ocooper, which he learned In Scotland and
subsequently practiced In Cannda and the
Unitod Statpe,

Pinketton's search for a location and open-
ing took him to Chicago and then on to Dun-
dee, Kane county, 1L, thirty-eight miles
from Chicago, There he lived for ning years,
the coopering business growing under his
energetic management. so that in 1850 he had
twenty-five men working under him and wae
counted one of the most prosperous men in
Knne county,

In those days of siate banke and wild cat
money the country was full of counterfeitirs,
and the stors keepers In Dundes were fre-
quently swindled, One day a saddler named
Baton Walker, who had just been victimized
Ly some false bills, called Allan Pinkerton's
attention to a suspicious looking individoal,
whotn he believed to be one of the counters
felting gang. This al onee aroused the hardy
young cooper, who In clharacterisite fashion
proceeded to make the wrongs of the com-
munity bin own. Disgulsing himself as a
laboring man, he followed the stranger with-
out arousing his suspiclon, and finally traced
him to an lsland in Fox river, which ever
afterward bore the name of Bogus island.
This was found to be the headquarters of
the gang, and all were captured, with their
entire outfit, as a result of the amateur de-
tective's discovery.

The fams of this exploit, together with
his succésa In ecapturing horse thleves on
varlous oeceaslons, gave Allan Plokerton a
wida loeal reputation. and he was made

deputy sheriff of Kane county, In which ea-
paclty he ®oon became the lerror of cattle
thieves, lhorss thleves, counterfelters and
mall robbers all over the state.

The man was a born detective, with such
rare genlus for the craft and such an extra-
ordinary personality that there was no Keep-
ing him in obzeurity, and belng mueh spoken
of in Chicage he was soon tendered the posi-
tion of deputy sheriff of Cook county. This
position he kept only a short time for the
officers of the Illinois Central and Rock
Island rallronds, havipg suffered much from
train robbers, urged him to establish a de-
tective agency, which he aid.

Allan Pinkerton was a man of great phys-
feal strength. He stood nearly 6 feet, and
welghed 200 pounds, with no waste flesh on
his golld frame. He was a formidable antag-
onist in a rough-and-tumble fight. Not that
he was fond of fighting, or quarrelsome by
disposition. On the contrary, le was mild
in manner and not easlly arousad; but when
pushed to the limit, as he was more than
once In his adventurous earecr, he could and
would fight like a Hon and was afraid of no

man.

BOLDLY FACING A DESPERATE MOB.

At the time of the great lager beer riots,
back In the O0's, Allan Plokerton, then
deputy sheriff of Cook county, found himself
on one occasion In the midst of an angry
mob, who were threatening o set fire to
the city. Belng In eitizen's dress, the de-
teotive had not been recognized by the
erowd, but, realizing the danger of the situ-
atlon and careless of his own safery, he
walked up to the leader of the ricters, a
powerful workman, and in the name of the
law ordered him to desist. The leader's only
answer was an cath and an attempted blow,
but before his fist could strike Pinkerton
had cavght him around the neck in an lron
grasp, Then, by the adrolt use of the hip-
lock throw, learned In wrestling practice, he
hurled the fellow ten fest through the air,
landing him stunned on the ground, Taking
advattage of the astonlshment of the others,
he started off toward the jall, drageing the
henvy body, unmindful of the rabble who
pushed after him with oaths gnd blows, Op-
caslonzlly he would stop to swesp them back,
Bamson-ltke, with a drive of bis heavy urm,

and then prooeed. Thus, with much nolse
and  struggling, this  curlous  procession
moved slowly 1o the fail, and as they

approached the Jailer stood at the open door
ready to loek it against (he mob as soon ns
Plukerton and his prisoner were inside, bt
the Iatter, perfectly cool at this trying
moment, told him to lave the deor open,
In a moment the erowd In thelr fury had
swepl luside the Jull; forty or fifty In all,
and did not realizge the (rap that hod been
st for them until the jron door cloged be-
hind and thoy were prisoners, Mr. Plok-
erton was delighted with the success of his
Tusé and thought the fow bruises bhe bad re-
célved cheap payment for such rare sport.
A BRUSH WITH “LONG JOIN'" WENT-
. WORTH.

On another occasion, several years helore
the war, his immense strength was shown in
an encounter with John Wentworth, st that
tme the editor of the Chicago Democrat and
familiarly konown as “Long John." Went
orth was a glant In stature, standing six

I, seven Inches and welghing 200 pounds.
Bvery one regarded him us the strongest
man ln Minois, and he did not hesltate in the
oolumns of his paper to lnsult his enemles as
he pleased, knowing well that none would
dare 1o hold him personally responsible. He
dad been writing bitter articles about Allun
Pinkerton for some time, and one day the
latter mectiog im on the striet sald pleas-
antly: “'Good morning, Mr. Wentworth; the
pext abusive article thal appears In your
“‘"3.' regarding me will cost you a thrasl

*Who will do It?"  asked glant

tor.
I will,” answered the detective.
Mr. Wentworth thought this a great jolke,
and having related the locldent te a number
of his friends, published In the next lssue
of the I)euu:l\-rnl an attack more bitter than
any that had previously appeared. The same
h: Mr. Pinkerton met him in fropt of l‘r::.
of the lurge hotels, thrashed L withln an
inoh of his lfe in the presence of n wonder-
ing crowd, and then carried bhim into the
nearest drug store and sent for a doetlor
Yeurs afterward the two men became firm
friends,
ATTEMPTS TO TAKE PINKERTON'S LIFE.
“Whea my time has come to die' he used
10 say, 1 will dle; untll then, these fellows
wasle Lhelr time shooting ut me.” Ope night
i 1857 as he waws passing slong the strest
he notleed & man crouching In a doorway,
but thought nothing of i, an there wus a
downpour of raln, He had taken bhut a few
when he beard two plitol shots just
behind him, and felt that be had been
wounded.

Mr. Pinkerton's coat on fire, and hoe must
hava bean killed but that both balls were
recelved In the protecting arm. Wounded as
he was, he eaptured his enemy and held him
with his 1#ft hand untll assistancs came.
The aesallant wag sont to pricon, He had
planned the detective's death heennss the
tutter had been struomental in  sending
his father and brother to the penitentiary
for counterfelting,

Onen &/t Rockford, 111, a cetiminal named
Blinn, whom he wan taking to the Jall, sud-
denly struck him on the head with a palr of
Iron knuckles, knocked him down and started
to encape, Mr, Plokerton, although dazed by
the blow, recovered himself and hurried in
pursuit, firing a8 he ran.  Blinn toeoned apon
him and Ared at close range, the Lullet whiz-
ging by the detective’'s head, Then Pinkerton,
taking a more deadly alm—he was a fine
ghol with the revolver—fired again and Blinn
1l dend,

In 1848 the Reno and Anderson gangs of
train robbers wors eaptured.  Allan Pinkerton
wik returning one day by boat from Windsor,
Can., to Detroit, when just as the boat was
coming into the landing he found himssif
atnong forr or five thugs, one of whom Jostled
him, while another placed a revolver agninst
hie ear and told him to throw up his hands
He 414 throw up his Hands, but In a Qiffer-
ent way from that which Wiz assallant ox-
proeted. His right hand olosed ke a flanh
round the hammer of the revolver, so that
no shot could be fired, while a powerful blow
from the left stretched the fellow flat on the
dick. The man turned out toe be *'Diek"
Barry, an old-time burglar and counterfelter
and a pal of the Reno gang, He gubsequently
turned state's evidence and confessed that the
attempt on Allan Plnkerton's 1ife was the
result of a consplracy, tn which not only a
number of oriminals were involved, but an
urworthy foellow detective named “Sam™
Felker, who had been bought over by them

CAPTURE OF EBEXPRESS AND DBANK
RONHERS.
It was In the capture of express (hicyes

and bink robliers that Pinkerton achleved his
most remarkalile successos. Beginning with
the Mnroney robbhery in 1858, where, afler
months of persistent shadowing, he recoverad
nearly $40.000 for the Adams BEXpress com-
pany, Le condueted the work in scores of
similar casee and was uxunlly suocesstul,  He
cuptired the notorious Carbondule bank rob-
bers, recovering  $36,000. Then came the
great robibery of the Adams IZxpress company
on the New York & WNew Haven rallroad,
January B8, 18606, when n gang of six thieves
burst open the safe and secured nearly $700,-
000, Allan Pinkerton secured the convletion
of the gullty men and got back all but n very
stall portion of the money. The following
year he succesded in breaking up the formid-
abla Heno and Anderson gang, who had for
years been the terror of the west, plundering
traing, robbing stores and blowing cpen snfes
with apparent impunity. So greatly was pub-
lio Indignation aroused againt these despera-
fdoes that after thelr arrest they were talen
from the jall in New Albany, Ind., by 100
masked men and hanged.

Perhaps the greatest feat of Allan Pin-
kerton's career, eertainly the one that will
live longest In history, was his safely con-
dueting Abraham Lincoln through Baltimore
to Washington when the president was Lo be
Imaugurated in 1861, It had been discoversd
that there was a plot to assassinate Lincoln
ns he passed through Baltimors, and Allan
Pinkerton was charged with the duty of
guarding him safély from his enemles,

RARELY WORRE A DISGUISE.

Although in his time Allan Pinkerton was
regarded as one of the most skillful “shad-
wa," ho rarely resorted to disguizes. In
one Instance, thongh, he went to the length
of shaving off his heavy black beard. This
wns when he was investigating a series of
hotel robberies, and he sweeeaded in moking
up as a rough workman so succrssfully that
he acluilly stood by and saw the robbers
dig up a quantity of diamonds and Jewelry
buried on the lake front,
As an IHustration of Allan Plnkerton's fer-
tility In expedlients may be mentloned the
cage of p South Cardlina negro murderer
named  Johpson, whose guilt was strongly
suspocted, but could not be proved, Ope
morning whaen Jolingon went to hls work in
a field he was to plow he found the ground
spattered with blood. As he moved along the
furrows he came now and then upon little
pocls of bload, and when he went back to the
stuble he was startled to find the Dbloody
Imprint of a human foot on the barn floor.
This eontinued the next day, when he found
every hoe, spade, rake, ax and other [arm
Implement that he picked up spattered with
blood,. Whichever way he went he found
blood, whatever he touched had blood on (It
and that night the poor wretch, wrought up
to w frenzy of terrpr through his supersti-
tlous fears, and belleving that the spirit of
his victim was haunting him, cut hils throat
from ear to ear. It s needless to state that
Allan  Pinkerton was responsible for the
blood stains,

Though =o pitlless a hunter of eriminals,
Mr. Pinkerton was the first to ald the men
whom tbe brought to prigson to lead decent,
honest lives when thelr sentences had ex-
pired, He pitled criminals, never desplsed
them. Dozens of burglars and thieves, like
Willlam Forrester and Joseph Parlsh, could
tell of his generous efforts for thelr reform.
“Here I $50 for you," he would say; *'try
to make a new sturt and when this money
Is gone, come to me for more” He would
apend hours talking to men whose lives had
beon bad, showilng them how they might do
better, and never refused materinl assistance.

NEVER TOUCHED A CARD OR BET.

In his whole life Allan Pinkerton never
touched eards, never made a bot, or indulged
in any form of gambling. He was fond of
driving and horseback riding, and In his
latér years took much pleasura #nd spent
much of his spare time In Iiterary work,
In all he produced seventesn books of his
thrilling experiences as a detective, the flrat
otie being the story of his pursait and cap-
ture of the express robber, Nathan Maroney.
This case had attained almost national Im-
portance, and the book bad such a tremen-
dous sale that he was encouraged and urged
to write the otherg, Although he did not
g0 to the theater very fréquently, he enjoyed
seclng a play now and then, but did not
cars much for tragedy or hervy pleces, what
pleased him most belng screaming faress,
which he enjoyed as keenly as auny one of
the gods in the gallery, He wus also pas-
slonately find of music and of flowers.

PINKERTON A THRIFTY MAN,

In everylhing Mr, Pinkerton had rore fore-
right, A few years before he died he had
his large form, containitg 160 acres, planted
with perhaps 300,000 larch trecs, whence the
name “‘Larch farm.'

“What in the world do you want to plant
all those trees for, major?' asked BSuperin-
tendent Robartson one day,

“I am looking nhead, my Doy, he an-
swered, "The trees won't do me any good,

"

but in fifteen or twenty yeurs they will
be worth $4 or $5 apleee for rallroad
Lies.™

Any one who visits Larch farm loday, and
who knows the value of timber, will gee that
the detective's canny Scotelh mind had thus
contrived a sure, though slow way to fortuns,
In his Wletime, although very free with his
money, never refuzing appllcants, wheather
waorthy or unworthy, and giviug to all publle
charities, yel he managed to lay by a goudly
store and died worth about $350,000,

S0 robust was his health that he never
wora an overcoat, oven In the most severe
weathoer, declaring that it hampered his

movements and was unnecessary., The only
overcoat he ever owned was, to his great
amnsemant, almost immediately stolen from
him. *“I am glad of it he sald. “Wha
does a man like me want with an over-
coat

At Lthe age of 60 his splendid constitution
was shattered by a stroke of paralysis, which
kept him an iovalid for a year and left jts
effects through the rest of his life, Alter
that, a slight limp betrayed his infirmity, his
body settling more beavily on his right leg
than on the left as he walked. Neverthe
less, he continued his active life to the end,
taking constant exercise and priding himselt
upan his skill in “punching the bag.'' this
belng a favorite reoreation, He died at 66 of
cancer of the stemnch,

ARE COVERING UP " MONEY

Deputy Auditor Ruan’s Oharges Against
Olerk Moores and Sheriff Diexel,

FEESDISAFPEARING NO ONE KNOWS WHERE

Hieroglyphle Bookkseping Discoversd in
OfMes of Clerk of the Courts—Moores
Declares 1t is an Effort to Viiry
Him for Folitien]l Efect.

As mentloned In the report of the procesd-
Ingzs of the county commissioners In an-
other column, a communication was recolved
throwgh County Clerk Sackett from the
county auditor yesterday complaining that
the system of bookkeeping In use In the of-
Mices of the sherilf and clerk of the distrigt
Court ecovered up the amount of eertaln
olunzes of fees collected by Clerk Frank
Moores, The following is the full text of
the lettor;

In receipt of & communication from James
Ruan, who Is employed, n& you know, and
asslgnad . my department by the Hoand
of Commissloners for the purpose of check-
g up the ncecounts of coumy ofMclals,
which anid ecommunication s transmitted
herewlth, and from which it appears that (n
the offices of the sherif and clerk of the
district court certain methods are  em-
!_'l'l}'\"[ which tend to concenl the amount of
ees nnid costs collected, The fatlure of the
fherlr's office to keep a record of execution
fee hills Issued and collected, o8 well nw
thit of the district clerk's offlce in filing
#unie when returned with the papers In the
case, |8 charged.  Also the retention In the
hands of the clerk of the distelet court of
trinl and witness fees that should have
been pald into the county treasury, ns well
s overcharges made by the district court
clerke of fees In eriminil eases, heretofore

Your attentlon s enlled to this communi-
cation as a channel through which the
same may veach the proper officluls of
Dougles county, with a view to such detion
ns may be deemed adyisable in the prem-
Lsos, JOHN H. TATE, Auditor,
MR. RUAN'S COMPLAINT.

Attached to this waa the following from
James Ruan, who draws $1,000 per vear from
the connly as an expert accountant:
J. H, Tate, Auditor: 1 would respectfully
eall your attention to the following state of
facts which ¢xist in the offices of the sherif
and clerk of the disgtrict court of Douglas
county, and which tend to obstruct and
prevent a full and complete Investigation by
mysell or any one else |n ascertaining the
full and true amount of moneys and fees
collected In these oflices Lelonging to Doug-
Ins ecounty and which should be accounted
fir by the several offices nbhove mentioned.
There are at the preaent time a large
numhber of what are termed and known ns
execution fee bills in the hands of the sherift
for collection. 1 think from what 1 saw
thaut there are about 300, perhaps more,
Except the one entry in ench ense showing
the Issulng of the fee Dill on the appearnnee
or executlon docket, as the cnge may e,
there I8 no further regord made in elther
Jhie elerl’s or sherlff's office whereby the
amount ‘collected on snld fees billa ean he
nseertained, Mr. H. Rosenzweig, as deputy
for Bheriff Direxel, told me that they kept
no record of fee billE In that ofice, ns they
had no book on which to enter them, and
thut it had not been the custom to do 8o,
In support of this statement I will say that
In all of the exmmiinoations I have made In
these pffices I have never found a fee bill
filed with any of the papers in the clerk's
oflice, where they ought to be, showing the
gheriffs action, If any, and the amounts
collected on same, I know that Mr, . E
Mooreys, the clerk of the district court, Keeps
some fee bills filed away with what he
terms his private papers, and did, on one
occagion when 1 inquired for certain ones,
produce thein, with the request that they be
returned to him personally, which was done,
On these 1 found $2004 of fees earned by
Sherlf Bennett, which do not show on any
record in elther the clerk's or sheriff’'s office,
nnd should these fee bills ever be mislaid or
removed from the elerk's office there would
be no record by which the amount of fees
earned by the sheriff could be ascertalned,
Mr. Hosengwelg also told me that John
Lewls was employed by Clerk Moores to
collect a large number of these fee bills. 1
asked him If Lewls was acling in the
capacity of deputy sheriff. He sald no
Will Douglas county get the benefit of fees
earned by Lewls to apply on the sheriff's
salary? It looks to me that both elerk and
sherlff should be compelled to Keep a record
of each and every fee bill Issued, the same
na 18 done with regular executions, as di-
regted by statute, as there must have been
upward of 1,000 In the past year,

HE FINDS HIEROGLYPHICS,

Another matter that prevents and ob-
structs me from ascertaining the true and
full amount of moneys collected by the
clerk of the district court 18 the use by him
of characters or letters to Indicate the
amount of money that he has collected in
certiin cages, Instead of putting them In
pluin figures. I have frequently found this
anid it bears upon 1ts face the evidence of
an attempt to conceal the true amounts
collected, nand has been used in some cases
to divert money that belongs to the county
to the use of the clerk pro =e, as shown by
the following recelpt:

“Oetober 27, 1883, —Recelved of surety
herein full satlsfaction of my unpaid cogts
hereln, (A U.AL)

‘FRANK E. MODORES, Clerk.'

I have thoroughly Investigoted this case
anidl have evidence to show and prove that
the amount recelved by Clerk Moores in
this case was not all of his unpald costs,
but also Includes trial fees due county, §1;
sherlff's codts on execation, $1; costs on
transeript from lower court, $.56; making
total fees other than his own, $9.65,

This 18 not the only case of this kind.
The use of this charactetr or latter recelipt
has been in use in the clerk's ofMce for the
past flve or six years and I8 apparently used
to conceal the true amount collected, I8
there no remedy for this? Does not the
law preseribe that the record sball show In
each and every case the amount received
by the clerk? T find that this kind of re-
celpt still continues to be made up to the
present time, I lind & large number of cases
in which the county I8 entitled to trial fees,
nlgo n large amount of witness fees that
have not been called for are still In the
handg of the elerk. T have also found a
grent number of cases in which the county
has been pvercharged and bills eollected by
the clerk far In excess of what they should
be, These facts, taken in connection with
the peculinr manner used in making reeelpts
in the clerk's oMce, impel me (o muke Lhis
communication, to see if some action cannot
be had toward r"l'llr;)\'.lnﬂ ?‘u;l {1r*-v;¢m|ng
;uch obstructions to the work In hand.

TALK WITH FRANK MOORES,

Theso letters were not publicly read before
the eounty commissioners, As they all know
thelr contents they silently allowed them
to be referred to the finunce committee for
invostigation.

Shortly afterward a Bee reporter handed
Frank Moores & copy of the charges, lle
was very busy, but every time he took n
glance at those papers he was less loclined
1o take his eves off them. “llave I anything
to say to those charges? Well, 1 should
think 1 had," he sald. "It Is one of the
cruglest, most wnmerited and uncalled for
Infamies that has ever been attempted lo-
wand me, What are these fee bills which It
is claimed 1 desire to cover up? They are
sitaply blils copled from the eotries on the
appearance docket, Every ltem on them ix
alwuys on the docket, which Is & public
document on these counters, which any
schoolboy ean come op and look over It he
plensos, without asking a question. Thee
Hems which are put on these bills from
the dockets are the costs In actlona which
have not been pald because the partles to
whom they are assessed are found
1o have no property. They would
soon outlaw on the dooket, but ones they
are made out In the form of hills they are
revived for five years. The partles may in
thisx time be able to pay. For this reasen
wlone the greater part of thesea bills Is made
out, for you know that not one In ten of
them Is ever collected. But If they are col
lected the wmount is entered on the docket
and the receipted bills are fled with the
other papers In the cason.

DECLARES THE EXPERT LIES

“When Mr. Ruun suys they are nol so
fled, and that the samounts are not gntered
on the dockets, he 18 telling a deliberate lie
and he knows it as well as [ do. It s lm-
possible for me o make a coent out of Lhusw
bills in any way whatever.

“That bunch of bills that he says 1 keep
amiong my private papers is a lot returned by
ex-Sherift Bennett, most of them unpald
They are belug entered up as rapldly as
possible by Captain Ijame, and every pald
il is belng charged Lo me and Nled In s
proper place. Bul 1 cannol maks any monpy
out vf them. Every coet in & sult, as sald
before, is entered on the appearance docket.

He gets $1.000 a year from this county, and
by using thoe Information ohtained while
working in this oMee has already in pcouple
of weoels cost the county over $200. He finds
that there are mome unpald feen dune to cer.
taln persons who have forgotten all about
them, He goes to these parties and divilges
the fact, agreeing to colleet the amoants for
26 or G0 per cent, He gete an order and
draws tho money. Thls money would other-
wise g2 to the county. It is entered apninst
me on the docket and 1 must pay It over
Every day I send out blank checks to such
partles. Sometimea they come and often not
"Ruat knows he Iz wrong when he makos
these charges; he knows that it is impossible
for me to keep my books plainer.

Commissioners Think He Has Money that
Belongs in the Oounty Treasury,

REQUEST TO MAKE SETTLEMENT AT ONCE

Feea in Temporary Recelvership Cases and
Those Recelved by Depuly Swift Aro
Iucluded—County Attorney Backs
Up the Demand,

Sheriff Drexel yesterday afternoon came In
for a large share of the attention of the
county commissloners, Hiz reports of the
receipts and expenditures of his office during
the second, third and fourth quarters of the
year 1804 were recelved from the finance
committee, and, with a few slight correc-
tions, were approved. From the four guar-
terly reports of the year mentioned It would
appear that on a cash basis the office was
$1.00° better than self-supporting, the re-
ceipts for 1804 having been $7,541.09, and
the disbursements §$7.,540. There Is earned
and not collected, however, In pending civil
cases $2,881.28, and insane fees uncollected,
$166. These outstanding fees In civil cases
called out m resolution by Stenberg, which
was adopted, Instructing the sheriff in all
cases where practicable to insist upon pay-
ment for services in advance.

OTHER REQUESTS MADE.

This was only the first gun leveled at
the sheriff.

Another report from the same committee
referred to a communication from the sheriff
to the effect that he had in 1894 collected
feos as temporary receiver in certain cases
to the amount of $1,046, which he had re-
tained, as he did not consider them fees of
the office to be turned over to the trens-
urer. The finance commitiee had obtained
tho opinfon of the county attorney, which
was to the contrary, and accordingly the
board ordered Mr. Drexel to turn over this
$1,046 to the county treasurer at once.

Another report from the finance commitlee
ordered the sherl to make a report to the
baard of all of the fees collected by James
C. Swift while acting as deputy sherlff in
the office of the county judge, and pay over
the whole amount so collected, It will be
remembered that The Bee published the fact
last week that James C. Bwilt was acting
under appolotment by Drexel, and that the
latter had notifled the county Judge to allow
Swift to take the fees earnsd as payment
for his services. This I8 contrary to the
#tatutes as Interpreted by the county al-
torney, and Mr. Drexel will now have to re-
fund, Sinece the publication of the facta
Swift has been notlfied that his services
would be dispensed with unless the county
commissioners allowed him to be put on the
regular payroll of the sheriff on the 1st
of April

CHANGE IN ARSESSORS.

The resignation of Assessor J. W, Bohu-
mucher of Rlkbhorn precinet was received
and accepted, and upon motion of Btenberg,
William M. Turner was chozen to fill the
VACancy.

A petition from the village of Dundee

A communication was recelved from the
county eclerk inclosing a letter from the
county auditor complaining that his deputy
was unable to check up the accounts of the
clerk of the distriot court owing to the fact
that the system of bookkeeping used hy
that officer and the sheriff tended to cover
up the amount of a cortain class of fees
recelved. The matter was referred to the
finunce committee, and the board adjourned
to meot next Saturday at 10 a. m.

There is no Intention on the part of the
Interior department to longer tolerate the
ilegal ococupntion of the lands of the Omaha
and Winnebago Indlan resgervations. When
the Flournoy Live Stock and Real Estute
company and the 1460 parties who hold leases
under [t refused to abandon thelr eliins, and
were not molested, notwithstanding the fact
that United States Cireunit Judge Thayver had
declared the leases null and vold, a certaln
amount of confidence was fell by the holders
that the government would not undertake any
further procecdings, But Indian Agont RBeck
sinee then has not been Idle, and, as a result,
a DIl has been filed by the United States
asking for an Injunction against all of the
lessecs, including the Flournoy Live Stock
and Real Estite company, J. B. Carey, T. B.
Hull & Sons, Ernest J. Smith, Frank K.
Hulching, trustee, and G. T. Chittenden, to-
gether with 260 sublessees under them, ask-
Ing for an order reatraining them from inter-
fering with the Indian agent in the discharge
of his duties toward his charges, and touch-
ing this reservation, commanding them to
vacate the lands, and restralning them from
leasing any of the lands from the Indians or
from one anolher.

R. W. DBreckinridge, specinl assistant
United States district attorney, who has the
suit in charge, has been to St. Louls and
prooured an order |ssued for the defendants
to show cause why the injunction should not
|ssue as prayed for. This order is returnable
by April 22,
